Baltimore, Oct. 21.—W alter Socolow 
on trial at Towson, Baltimore county, 
for the murder of William B. Norris 
in a daylight holdup in Baltimore 
la st August 18, w*as found guilty of 
murder in the first 
degree 
today 
“without capital punishment.” 
The 
verdict automatically carries with it 
life imprisonment. 
Socolow was one of a band of five 
men w’ho stopped Norris, a building 
contractor, and his bookkeeper on a 
busy street and robbed them of a 
$7,000 
payroll. 
Norris 
was 
shot 
down by Socolow. 
Two others of the 
gang—Charles P. Carey and John L. 
Smith—are serving life sentences for 
the deed. 
Socolow, who is but 19 
years 
of 
age, was arrested in New York City 
several weeks ago. 
He w*as uncere­ 
moniously 
hustled 
out of Supreme 
Court, Judge Martin’s courtroom, by 
Baltimore detectives, 
during habeas 
corpus proceedings. 
When ordered to stand up and face 
the jury this morning, Socolow ex ­ 
hibited unusual nervousness. 
It was 
the first time in his trial that his 
iron composure broke dowm. 
The foreman of the jury, being ask­ 
ed concerning the verdict, arose and 
announced: 
“Guilty of murder in the first de­ 
gree.” 
Socolow seemed 
stunned as 
thin 
realization penetrated his mind. 
Then the foreman glanced at the 
paper in his hand and added: 
“Without capital punishment.” 
Judge Offett then asked Socolow 
if he had anything to say. 
“No, sir,” 
the 
nineteen-year-old 
! gangster replied. 
“Then the verdict of the court is 
that you be. sentenced to the peniten­ 
tiary for the remainder of your na­ 
tural life,” said the judge. 
With the order of the judge ring­ 
ing in his ears, Socolow was hurried 
out of the courtroom; thence to a 
j waiting automobile 
which 
conveyed 
him to the Maryland State Peniten­ 
tiary in Baltimore. 
No motion was made for a 
new 
trial. 
Up to six o’clock thus morning, the 
jury stood IO for hanging and 2 for 
life imprisonment.

Topic for Sunday, October 22: “Rev­ 
erence and Worship” Ps. I ll; 1-10. 
Let us, from the start, get a clear 
understanding of the meaning of Rev­ 
erence and Worship. 
Reverence is 
the awe in which man holds God and 
divine 
things—a proper regard 
for 
Deity. 
Worship, on the other hand, is 
the outgoing of the soul of man 
to 
God in love and desire. 
In considering this topic the danger 
lies in that men do not always worship, 
but generally reverence. So, there can 
easily arise a confusion on the part of 
man between these terms. 
Reverence 
is nearly 
universal in its 
practice. 
Throughout the whole history of man 
we find that from the lowest stages of 
civilization 
unto the highest, 
there 
has always been a feeling of awe or 
reverence on the part of man towards 
deity and 
sacred things. This, how­ 
ever, is not worship. 
Reverence is a 
feeling 
while worship is 
an action. 
So, many times men get the terms and 
their meanings 
confused and 
think 
they are worshipping 
God, but 
are 
rather reverencing Him. 
A heathen reverences and will, out of 
reverence, bow his head during a pray­ 
er. 
This has been known to be true. 
In our mission stations 
abroad, 
al­ 
though many in the audiences do not 
profess God or Christ, they will bow 
their heads while the prayers are offer­ 
ed. 
We see this also in our own coun­ 
try. 
Many a man enters a Church 
and reverences the House of God, and 
perhaps God 
Himself, but still does 
not worship. 
So, as Christian Endeavours, ought 
we not make sure that we are worship­ 
ping God, not only reverencing Him? 
We feel a sense of awe when in His 
Sanctuary. 
We reverence Him when 
we think of his greatness and power. 
But, do we always worship Him? That 
means deliberate action. We worship 
Him with song and praise, with peti­ 
tions and humility. Thus we can see 
that when we worship we are sure to 
reverence, 
but one can very 
easily 
reverence God and not worship him. 
So, let us examine ourselves and 
see 
where we stand.

I which is called inflation? 
If comparison is made with the 
situation before the war, conditions 
are now inflated, but this is not 
chargeable to the slight expansion 
which has taken place in the last 
few weeks. Prices have had a very 
considerable fall from tile top, and 
a slight recovery from that fall, 
but this gain cannot be called sec­ 
ondary inflation. 
It looks like the 
recovery that always comes when 
the old stocks are exhausted and 
industry 
gets 
fairly 
under 
way 
again. 
The fall of prices was un­ 
even and in some cases too pre­ 
cipitate, and the curtailment of in­ 
dustry was too great to permit of 
•upplying the necessary demands. 
Although the war-time was any­ 
thing but a period of depression, 
some of the effects were similar to 
those resulting from a period of 
depression. Industry in some lines 
fell behind the normal growth of 
the country, creating a deficit of 
supply, or accumulation of defhand. 
This is true in housebuilding, in 
the construction of railway equip­ 
ment, and in some other lines, and 
a revival lias occurred in those 
lines. 
It 
is 
due 
to 
imperative 
needs, rather than to a belief that 
tile bottom has been finally reach­ 
ed in construction costs, although 
the feeling doubtless prevails that 
prices are uot likely to go lower 
until the existing shortage is in 
large part made up. The advance 
of wages is due in part to the re­ 
vival of industry, but in large part 
to the immigration act. 
It is quite evident that abnormal 
conditions in some of the indus­ 
tries are directly influencing prices 
at this time. The rise of iron and 
steel is mainly due to the coal 
strike, which has affected all indus­ 
trial costs. 
There is nothing about the atti­ 
tude of buyers of general merchan­ 
dise that indicates a desire to an­ 
ticipate future 
wants. They are 
buying cautiously, for immediate 
needs only, aud fighting advances, 
which is just the opposite of the 
common attitude when inflation is 
under way. 


Conditions Favorable to Inflation 


It is true that conditions are very 
favorable to an inflation of credit. 
W e have a great number of inde­ 
pendent banking institutions, act­ 
ively competing with each other 
for customers, and the most effec­ 
tive way that has ever been found 
for winning customers is by lib­ 
erality in granting credit. These banks 
have liquidated a great amount of 
credit in the last two years, and 
while they have shifted a large 
part of it into securities, they will 
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in ne. iii. Federal Reserve 
banks ate nan 
liquidated down to 
very 
am: I1 holdings, 
with 
their 
gold reserves at the highest point 
in their history, and have the ca­ 
pacity to grant more credit than 
ever before. 
And, finally, gold is 
steadily flowing to this country 
from the new production of the 
world, and will continue to do so 
as long as exchange rates are in 
our favor as now. 
These are the conditions that 
make for easy money, and we have 
never yet had easy money in this 
country that inflation did not come 
out of it. There is no such central 
control over bank credit in this 
country as in countries where the 
banking business is handled by a 
comparatively 
few 
corporations 
operating numerous branches. The 
Federal Reserve batiks have no 
control over the member banks 
until the latter begin to rediscount, 
and then only by means UP the dis­ 
count rate, and popular pressure is 
always strong for a low rate. 
There seems to be nothing in 
sight lo save us from inflation but 
an indisposition of the public to 
borrow. 
The 
mere 
presence 
of 
ample gold reserves in the vaults 
of the Federal Reserve banks will 
not cause inflation. 
It only serves 
as the possible basis. 
Somebody 
must borrow tile available credit, 
and use it in buying things to such 
an extent as will produce the con­ 
ditions that characterize inflation. 


Reasons for Caution 


One reason for doubting that 
the country will swing readily into 
another inflationary jamboree Is that 
so little time has elapsed since the 
last one. 
There would seem to be reason to 
believe that most of the business 
men who passed through the ex­ 
periences of 1920 and 
1921 will 
want to make a very careful study 
of probabilities before they commit 
themselves to extensive obligations 
on a level of prices much above 
the present one. 
As an answer to the argument 
that the importations of gold make 
for inflation, it is to be said that 
it would be most unwise to build 
a great fabric of credit on a tem­ 
porary foundation. 
If this influx 
of gold should put prices up, by 
the same logic an efflux of it would 
put them down. 
Nothing can .be 
more certain than that the pres­ 
ent situation, in which gold came 
to the United States last month 
from 31 countries, is abnormal aud 
cannot be permanent. 


Prices Over the Long Run 


It is affirmed very positively in 
some quarters 
that the pre-war 
price-level has gone forever, and it 
may be readily agreed that there 
is no prospect of an early return to 
it. 
The fluctuating prices that we 
have had since the war, however, 


have been the product of abnormal 
conditions, while the price-level of 
pre-war times was the natural re­ 
sult of the free-play of all economic 
forces over a prolonged period, and 
nothing is more certain than that, 
given 
similar 
conditions 
perma­ 
nently, economic laws wilj tend to 
repeat similar results. 


Wages and Prices After Civil War 


One reason given for holding 
that the old price-level never will 
return is that labor has become 
highly organized and never will 
consent to lower its standard of 
living. 
It is also pointed out that 
wages were not reduced to the 
pre-war level after the Civil War. 
It is pertinent to say as to the last 
argument, 
that 
prices 
were 
re­ 
duced. 
Wages depend at last up­ 
on production, and if production 
can be increased in the coming 
years as it was after the Civil 
War, so that goods are cheap­ 
ened, consumption increased, and 
the demand for Ifbor thus increas­ 
ed, not only will there be no occa­ 
sion to reduce wages, but it would 
be impossible to do so even if labor 
was unorganized. 
* 


Wages and Living Standard 


On the other hand, unless pro- j 
duction is cheapened, the standard 
of living is not raised for the wage- * 
earning class by pushing up wages, 
because the cost of living rises with 
them. 
It is perfectly futile—fool- [ 
ishly so—to look for any general 
improvement of social conditions 
by merely raising wages in terms ' 
of money. 
To talk about it is 
nothing but a habit of mind. 
There are no gains from raising 
money-wages, except as there are 
inequalities in the advances, some 
groups of workers getting their 
compensation raised at the expense 
of others. 
Such benefits are nei­ 
ther general nor permanent, for 
in the long run the economic law 
will find a way of equalizing con­ 
ditions. 


A Sound Basis for Prosperity 


If we accept the very substan­ 
tial revival which has taken place 
this year as a natural recovery from 
an excessive curtailment of indus­ 
try in 1921, and a natural result of 
progress 
made 
in 
restoring 
the 
equilibrium 
between 
the 
several 
branches of industry, by reduc­ 
tions in some quarters and ad­ 
vances in others; and if we endea­ 
vor in a spirit of harmony and co­ 
operation to restore the equilib­ 
rium more completely, in order to 
obtain such a free and full inter­ 
change of goods and services that 
everybody shall be employed and 
production shall be to the limit of 
capacity, we may hope to have 
better year in 1923 than in 1922. 
That is the method by which pros­ 
perity is achieved. 
On the other hand, if the public 
generally becomes possessed of the 
idea that a boom is coming, and 
is willing to borrow and spend 
upon that belief, it is possible that 
a short course of inflation may be 
run.
